What,  then,  is  meant  by  the  righteousnessj 
of  God?  On  this  question  theological  writers 
abound  in  speculation,  in  curious  and  refined 
definitions.  Upon  these,  however,  I  shall  not 
dwell.  They  generally  perplex,  instead  of  en¬ 
lightening  and  instructing  the  mind.  Crudenj 
says.  Righteousness  signifies  that  perfection  ofj 
the  divine  nature,  whereby  God  is  mn.st  just, 
and  most  holy  in  himself,  and  in  all  his  deal¬ 
ings  with  his  creatures,  and  observes  the  strict¬ 
est  rules  of  equity.  2.  The  clemency,  mercy 
and  goodness  of  God.  3.  His  truth  and  faith¬ 
fulness  in  fulfilling  and  making  good  his  pro¬ 
mises.

Now  these  definitions  are  substantially  cor¬ 
rect,  but  still,  they  have  too  much  amplification 
to  make  a  distinct  and  lasting  impression  upon 
common  minds.  They  are  not  sufficiently  con¬ 
cise  and  simple  for  practical  purposes.  I  have 
just  repeated  these  definitions,  and  have  done 
it  audibly  and  distinctly,  but  it  is  questionable 
whether  one  of  my  hearers  has  derived  from 
them  a  distinct  and  clear  idea  of  the  Divine' 
righteousness.  This  failure,  however,  is  notj 
attributable  to  a  dullness  of  apprehension  ini 
my  congregation ;  but  to  the  number  of  the  I 
definitions,  and  the  verbose  manner  in  which  | 
they  are  stated.  The  only  way  in  which  wei 
can  obtain  a  precise  knowledge  of  this  subject,j 
is  by  the  precise  meaning  of  the  term  righte¬ 
ousness.  As  a  moral  principle,  this  is  thei 
same  in  all  ages,  and  worlds,  and  beings. — 
When  applied  to  God,  it  has  not,  as  an  abstract;

In  such  eases  we  uniformly  And  Ihe  word  daimon,  or 
daimonion,  which  Ihe  ancients,  particularly  Ihe  Heatlien,  used 
and  understood  it  lo  signiiy,  not  whal  die  Orthodox  now  mean  by 
devils,  but  the  departeti  spirits  of  wicked  dead  men,  which  were 
supptiMd  to  haunt  and  torment  llie  living  by  various  diseases.  Rut 
Universalists  and  ihe  most  enlightened  biblical  critics  of  other  de¬ 
nominations,  understand  daimon  and  daimonion,  in  their  Scriptu¬ 
ral  seuse,  to  signify  eillier  liiose  mental  and  bodily  inArmilies  ofj 
wliieli  Jesus  cured  so  many,  such  as  lunacy,  epilepsy,  mania, 
dealiiess,  blintlncss,  dumbness,  Ac.  orelsetlie  individuals  afflicted 
with  them,  (lire  Matt,  xii :  22  and  other  simi'ar  passages.)  The
